Los Angeles, August 7.—At 1:06 o'clock 
this afternoon the special! train bearing 
Henry P. Lowe, chief ‘engineer of thé 
United States Steel Corporation, drew in 
at La Grande station, hhaving completed

Prison Commission, Says Judge Tur-

Mamie DeCris, young, pretty and cult!- 
vated—though a convict—has been put un- 
der the lash at the state prison farm at 
Milledgeville and beaten into submission, 

This took place last June, but the matter 
has been kept a secret unti] the present. 
How long .it might have remained. un- 
known -is ‘matter of conjecture; the ap- 
proaching date for electing a superinten- 
dant of the farm is responsible for the 
fact being known now. 

Mamie DeCris, it will he remembered, 
was the young woman who last winter 
gained considerable notoriety as a much 
wanted diamond thief-—her adventures 
gaining her the nickname ‘‘Diamond 
Queen.” 

She was formerly a stenographer in Sa- 
vannah and was accustomed to-an ‘at- 
mosphere of refinement and luxury. She 
became concerned in several thefts of dia- 
monds in Savannah. Her arrest in At- 
lanta and subsequent trial and conviction 
in her home city are well known to the 
general public. 

She was sent to the Milledgeville farm 
to serve her sentence, with the distinct 
understanding that she be not made to 
work in the fields. 

It now develops that she was insubordi- 
nate and that, to conquer her, a prison 
official, after a doctor had said she was 
strong enough to survive a beating, laid 
the lash to her until she was conquered. 

There are rumors now extant that 
Superintendant K. R. Foster, of the farm, 
is not te be reelected by the prison com- 


mission this month, his term of office ex- 
piring January 1, 194. He may be reelected 
or may not, but whatever action the pris- 
on commission takes will not be governed 
by the whipping of Mamle DeCris, for 
under the present prison regulations that 
was not improper.

Up to this date it seems the commis- 
stoners have made no answer to this Jet- 
ter, so Captain Foster will send in his 
resignation. .A letter has been seen on 
the streets: of Milledgeville in which it 
was stated that Captain John Dennis, of 
Putnam, had been offered the position of 
superintendent.

Story of Her Arrest. 
story of Miss De Cris qs told in the 
files of The Constitution is a strange and 
most interesting one. 

In The Constitution of November @, 
Miss DeCris told a story to a reporter 
of a terrible runaway accident in At- 
lanta’in which two persons, Dr. H. N. 
Heyward and ‘his mother, Mrs. Heyward, 
were instantly killed, and in which she 
sustained such serious injuries as hav- 
ing her arm and collar bone broken. 

At that time was described aS a 
maiden lady about 30 years old, with a 
refined and attractive face. She was be- 
comingly gowned and carried her arm 
bundaged in splints ae practical proof 
of her strange story. At that time she 
entered into many details of the runaway 
accident and appeared be in a state 
of great mental distress over the affair. 
She also stated that was engaged 
to be married to Dr. Heyward and that 
her heart was almost broken. 

Investigation at.that time showed that 
there was no possible truth in the story 
and the only explanation advanced at 
that time was that the entire hoax was 
launched for the purpose of newspaper 
notoriety. Miss DeCris had &at that time 
been a guest at the Kimball for several 
days and had talked quite rationally with 
those whom she met at the table and 
in the corridors. Several of these guests 
were interviewed, but had not heard the 
strange story of the tragedy. 

Following the appearance of the story 
in The Constitution came an emphatic 
denial of the entire interview and threat- 
ening to place the matter in the hands 
of her lawyers if another word was pub- 
lished about the matter. 

In a story in The Constitution of De- 
cember 1 there is an account of the arrest 
of Miss DeCris as the famous “diamond 
queen” of Savannah. It seems that a 
letter written by her to The Savannah 
News, detailing the entire account of the 
runaway accident and signed ‘Mrs. 
George W. *Williams,”’ proved to be in 
the same handwriting of a woman want- 
ed in Savannah for the stealing of valua- 
ble diamonds which she had secured by 
means of forgery. 

Solicitor Osborne, of Savannah, seeing 
the story in The Constitution, was at 
once reminded of the appearance of a 
young woman in his office who called on 
him on the afternoon of the diamond rob- 
bery. Though a total stranger, she want- 
ed to borrow $200. 

This samé*afterncon diamonds to the 
value of $1,800 were taken from Jeweler 
Theus and $350 worth of gems from Jew- 
elur Desbouillons,¢ both of Savannah. 
They were secured upon orders with the 
name of Mrs. J. D. Williams forged. 
These forgeries were compared with the 
letter written to The Savannah News 
and the similarity of handwriting was 
most striking. 

Immediately Detective J. J. Murphy, 
of Savannah, hurried to Atlanta and con- 
frontca Miss BpeCris with a warrant of 
arrest for the theft of the diamonds. 


Her Story, as She Told It.

Newbern, N. C., August 7.—The short- 
age of Thomas W. Dewey, absconding 
cashier of the Farmers and Merchants’ 
bank, of this city, proves to be $125,000, 


the history of the state. The reward for 
Dewey's capture has been increased to 
$,U00. Dewey left only $1,500 in cash in 
the bank, one thousand of ft in gold. 
Gambling in cotton futures is one way 
In which the money went. For a time 
he very skillfully hid his embezzlements 
by false entries. July 29 State Bank Ex- 
aminer Ellington examined the bank and 
as the books indicated irregulartties he 
immediately made inquiries of their cor- 
respondents and the first reply received 
disclosed a shortage of $10,000. Examiner 
Ellington returned to Newbern at once 
and wired the other banks, asking their 
balances. It was thought at first by the 
directors and the examiner that the 
shortage would not exceed $30,000, but 
replies to telegrams showed a shortage 
of $69,000 im the accounts and the bank 
was cempelled to suspend. The shortage 
has steadily increased to $125,000. 
Cashier Dewey, anticipating the dis- 
| closures, left Newbern Saturday evening, 
| ostensibly on personal business, to re- 
turm Monday. He was last heard from 
on a Seaboard Air Line train going nor#. 
from which he mailed }etters to his 
brother, Charles Dewey, of Goldsboro, 
telling of his shortage, expressing regret 
for his betrayal of the trust reposed in 
him, and saying he was leaving for parts 
unknown.

cause no offer Rad ever been made, and 
he had never said it had—never, never, 
NEVER. 

But later he did recall something about 
it all. This was, however, only after ex 
Speaker John Little had, in response to 


: questions, told the story of this episode. 


Mr. Little’s Story. 

Speaker Little related how, during the 
race for the speakership in which he 
took considerable interest as a friend of 
Mf. Morris. Mr. Mills had gone to Mr. 
Morris and told him that he, Mills. had 
been asked by two men to him unknown 
across the street to a saloon to take a 
drink; that one of these men had pulied 
out a roll of money—erery man in At- 
lanta had a “roll” in those halcyon days— 
and had offered him $100 if he would 
change his vote from Morris to Mitchell: 
that Mr. Morris had called him, Mr. Lit- 
tle, to the landing leading to the dining 
room in the Kimball and had asked Mr. 
Mills to repeat his story in the presence 
of Mr. Little; that Mr. Mills had done 
80; and that he, Mr. Little, had told Mr. 
Morris it would not do to use this Mills 
Story, because he doubted its truth. 

Then Mr. Mills recalled all about it, but 
said he was positive the men who had 
flashed the roll on him had “merely” of- 
fered to bet $100 that I could get $100 to 
change my vote.” 

Mr. Little was positive the episode oc- 
curred just as he had stated it. Mr. Mills, 
who had remembered nothing about it 
beforé, was pesitive that it had been an 
offer to bet $10 instead of an offer of 
9108. The members of the committee and 
the spectators thought—but it does not 
Matter what they thought. 

Not for One Thousand. 

Senator Davis had asked Mr. Mills sev- 
eral other questions about talk he had 
indulged in at different times on this 
general line. For one thing had he not 
told a certain gentleman in his county, 
that it was $1,000 he had been offered by 
the missing ‘“‘gentleman from Alabama,” 
and not $500, as he had stated to the com- 
mittee. Mr. Mills did not remember hav- 
ing ever said any such thing, was post. 
tive he had not. He said $1,000 wouldn't 
get his vote for anything. 

He was also asked if, when he was tell!- 
ing tHis boodle tale on the A. K. & N.

vised him to cease talking about it, “‘as 
he knew nothing of the kind had ever 
occurrei.””

morning's session of the 
committee, it is only fair to say that the 
Breates: attention accorded any witness 
Was that given ex-Speaker John Little. 
who appeared voluntarily and made a 
statement detailing in full his relation to 
the various business interests he repre- 
fents as attorney. This was a clean-cut, 
Straightforward statement during the 
eourse of which he took occasion to in- 
form the committee fuly concerning his 
work for and connection with the Cen- 
tral railrcad and the American Book 
Company, showing that he had at no 
time ind under no circumstances re- 
sorted to any methods except arguments 
calculated to appeal to the reason of 
members—in other words, had simply ex- 
ercised the riehts and privileges given to 
attorneys. Ele hud done nothing that 
could, in his judgment, be criticised on 
any score; he would certainly do again 
everything he had done, for he had acte! 
clearly within the rights and privileges 
of the iaw. He talked particularly about 
the school book legislation, as his name 
had been most connected with that. He 
took up every phase of the testimony of 
other witnesses so far as his name had 
been connected therewith. And in this 
cenneéction he pald particular, pointed and 
forceful atention to certain remarks 
which Mr. Knight, of Berrien, was, ac- 
cording to the newspaper reports of the 
testimony, alleged to have made bearing 
upon himself. 

Mr. Knight was reported to have said 
that he, Speaker Little, was present in 
the speaker’s room when whisky was be- 
ing drunk by certain members. After 
stating that he had not gome before the

His Compliments to Mr. Enight. 

“The gentleman from Berrien has seen 
fit to assai] my record as a public offi- 
cer,””’ began the ex-speaker.

his seat.

To the best of.my 
recollection tee men I have mentioned 
were there, and whisky was being drunk 
and to the best of my recollection you 
came ‘there @r was there when I came. 
What I said was true and [I am ready 
to repeat it, and not only that, I am 
ready to siand by it.” 

“{ am not responsible for the gentle- 
man's recollection,” -respanded Mr. Lit- 
tle. “I do say and repéat that if the gen- 
tleman from Berrien says that 1 wag in 
the speaker's room at thet time or at 
eny time with any member or anybody 
else when a drink of whisky. was being 
taken during the four years when I was 
speaker the gentleman from Berrian ig a 
common Har!’ 

“My recollection is you Were there or 
came there,’’ said Mr: Knight. “I am 
ready tc stand by what I have said 
here, elsewhere, now or at any time.”’ 

“Now, Mr. Chairman,’’ continued Mr. 
Little, “I prefer not to be interrupted 
further in making my statement. If the 
gentleman from Herrien desires to discuss 
this matter with me further he can do 
so after I havwe finished my testimony.” 

Mr. Knight Not So Certain. 

That was all at the time, but later there 
was another short passage between these 
gentiemen in which Mr. Knight used 
many more qualifying phrases and finally 
said he had been misquoted by the news- 
papers insofar as they made him make 
the direct charge that the then speaker 
was present at the time indicated.

Hard at Work. 


The committee had a very busy morn- 
ing, but the afternoon session developed 
vefy little.

The smoker which had been referred to 
testimony of Mr. Spalding, 
was given by the Typographical Union, 
refreshments were served at it and there 
was, of course, absolutely nothing im- 
proper in it. The child labor bili was 
discussed at that smoker, but there was 
nothing improper in it. 

In concluding his testimony Mr. Hous- 
ton said he wanted to resent the asper- 
sions cast upon the laboring people of 
the state by Jack Spalding in his ‘esti- 
mony. He characterized Mr. Spalding as 
“the most pernicious lobbyjst’”’ against 
the child laber bill and against all bor 
legislation.

He first asked Mr. Mills, of Cherokee, 
whether'he had, at tne Kimball house 
during the vace for the speakership. 
Stated to two gentlemen that he had 
teen offered $100 to vote for a certain 
candidate for speaker. 

Mr. Mills said that he 
any such conversation.

Replying to further questions, he said 
that he had never told Mr. Cd@dins, an 
insurance man of Atlanta, that he had 
been_offered $100 for his vote on the child 
labor bill, nor did he tell the ordinary 
of Cherokee county that the sum was 
$1,000.

Some Pointed Questions. 


Mr. Mills said that he had never seen 
this man since, that he knew of.

“Whom did you tell about the episode?’ 
asked Senator Harrell. 

“T cannot say now who it was. I told 
it about the time the bill was up, I 
think, to several people; I could not say 
to whom. I mentioned it several times 
and did not give the matter much 
thought. I thought the man might have 
been drinking. My first thought was 
that he thought I was a green one from 
the hills and was having fun with me.”’ 

‘“‘And you did not say anything to him?’ 
asked Senator Harrfell. 

“All I sald was that I would see a 
friend and talk with him. I went inside, 
as I gay, but did not. find anybody when 
I came out. He was gone.’’ 

“Would you let anybody now make an 
offer to you of that character?’ asked 
Senator Harrell. 

“No, I would not,”’ said Mr. Mills. “TI 
would hit him if he was as big as a 
mule! At that time I was different—green 
and new.”’ 

Mr. Mills expressed the desire when 
he had finished to be present if anybody 
refuted what he had said. He was as- 
sured that the committee meeting was 
Open and he coffld be there at any time. 
He also suggested that he would like 
to have Sergeant at Arms Penn come 
and recite the facts about the canversa- 
tion which they had at the time about 
this alleged offer. 

Senator Hopkins stated that he had 
received a telegram from ‘Senator’ C. 
T. Loud, who stated that he had seen 
his name in the newspapers and 
that he was ready t6 appear before the 
committee if he should be wanted. The 
telegram was sent from Brunswick, and 
Chairman Hopkins replied asking him 
to appear tomorrow. 

Mr. Stafford Nash.

The Afternoon Session. 


L. E. Robeson. manager of Ginn & 
Co,.. was the first witnegs at the after- 
noon session. He decifned to express his 
opinion on the uniformity bill, but he 
said every member of the firm was 
against the bill.

Burnett, of Athens, was the only coun- 
sel employed by him; if Norman C. 
Miller, referred to at the morning ses- 
sion, had mentioned the matter of the 
text-book bill to \janybody, it was con- 
trary to the instructions given him. He 
denied having been on the floor of the 
house, as stated by Mr. Farley during a 
session of the house. He had been in 
the galleries upon several occasions. Per- 
sonally. he had supported Mr. Merritt 
for state school commissioner and was 
giad to be numbered among that gentle- 
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man's supporters; as for his company, it 
had not supported any candidate nor 
contributed to any fund. With regard to 
the employment of counsel by other com- 
panies, he knew nothing except what had 
heen brought out in the testiggony before 
the committee; much of thig was news to 
him. He knew Mr. Chase, who was ac- 
tive in support of uniformity, Mr. Chase 
had incorporated some book company 
with a high-sounding, pious. indigenous- 
to-the-soil name, and had put in a bid for 
‘books in Alabama. That bid coveréd the 
books published by Rand, McNally & 
Co., whose principal office is Chicago. He 
knew nothing of his own knowledge about 
that gentleman's activity for usiform- 
ity. 
Some Other Witnesses. 


Representative Ed McRee, of Lowndes, 
who had been referred to in earlier tes- 
timony as having met Mr. Ledbetter. 
who had talked to him about the uni- 
formity bill, said he regarded that c@- 
versation more of a joke than anything 
else. He had talked with Mr. Ledbetter. 
letting him express his views on this

He 
was not on the floor-of the senate by spe- 
cial privilege; but simply as a visitor. 
He had no personal interest tn the pass. 
age of the bill, except that of any good 
citizen of Georgia. Hé Also stated that 
when the bill was presented. the book 
agents were simply caught napping. 

Representative Mayson. of DeKalb;

Judge Who Drew the Will Is 
Put on the Witness 
Stand, 


HE DENIES EMPHATICALLY 
THAT WILL HAS BEEN WET 


Interesting Testimony Was Given 
During the First Day of the 
Hearing, but It Is Believed 

Something Has Been Re- 
served for Today. 


If there is to be any sensational testi- 
mony in the Collier will case it will bs 
heard in the court of ordinary this morn- 
ing. 

The case was taken up at 9 o'clock yea- 
terday morning with Ordinary John R. 
Wilkinson on the bench, the court meet- 
ing in the old superior court room. The 
executors won the first point by the rul- 
ing of Judge Wilkinson, which was ad- 
verse to the demurrer presented by the 
ecayeators. 

The evidence adduced bore directly on 
the execution of the will and the only 
witnesses examined were the men whose 
names appear as witnesses on the will 
and Judge J. N. Bateman, the executor 
who drew the will.

After the demurrer had been overruled 
by Judge Wilkinson the counsel for the 
executors, Hoke Smith and Westmoreland 
Bros., called their first witness to estab- 
lish the validity of the will. E. A. White, 
formerly a constable in Judge Bateman’s 
court and one of the witnesses to the 
will in controversy, first took the stand. 

He testified in substance that the sig- 
nature on’ the paper in question was his; 
that he remembered seeing Mr. Colller 
sign also; that Judge Bateman had told 
him at the time that the paper signed 
was Mr. Collier's will. He declared that 
the paper was the original and identical 
paper which he signed as a witness. 

lollowing White the next witness was 
E. D. O'Connor, better known at ‘Pat”’ 
O'Connor, who was also one of the three 
witnesses to the will and who, like the 
other two, was a constable in Judge Bate- 
man’s court at the date the wil] pur- 
ports to have been signed. 

O'Connor said that Ne remembered 
signing the paper in Judge Bateman’s 
office and that Judge Bateman told him 
at the time it was Mr. Collier's will which 
he had witnessed. However, he said as 
he remembered the document signed at 
that time,'t was on much heavier paper 
than the will offered for probate. 

He identified his own signature, but 
would not identify the paper on which 
it was written. 


M:y Impeach Testimony. 

George Westmoreland, one of the at- 
torneys for the executors, stated that his 
side reserved the réght to impeach O’Con- 
nor’s testimony later on. J. J. Miller, 
the third witness to the will, was then 
called. 

He identified his own signature and 
said that he remembered witnessing a 
paper in Judge Bateman’s office which 
the judge told him was Mr. Collier’s will. 
He said that he saw Mr. Collier and the 
other tWo witnesses sign also. The paper 
he declared, was heavier and thicker than 
that of the will shown him, he thought, 
but he gwas not quite certain On this 
point. 

Following Miler's testimony the at- 
torneys for the executors conferréd to- 
gether for a few minutes and Judge Bate- 
man was then called to the stand. 

‘*In 1896," he said, “the Aragon hotel, 
then run by a man named Bell, failéd and 
I was associated with Westmoreland 
Bros. as Mr. Colller’s attorney in the 
litigation which followed. After that the 
hotel was put in the hands of Mr. Col- 
lier’s son, George, and I saw very little 
of. Mr. Collier for two or three years. 
Finally he came to me about the affmirs 
of the hotel with the final result of the 
Scovilles taking charge there. 

“For a long time following this Mr. 
Collier used to come often to my office 
and we frequently discussed his will. 

“Early one morning not very long after 
that he came to my office and said he 
wanted the will fixed up. I at once look- 
ed for paper, ‘but could find only this thin 
piece and EF showed it to him, saying that 
it was all the paper I had. He asked if 
its chafacter would effect the legality of 
the will. I told him no; that so long as 
his wishes were expressed it did not mat- 
} ter what * as of paper was used.” 
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Scenc in the Ordinary’s Court Yesterday During the Hearing on the Collier Will. 
the Stand and Charles Hopkins Is Cross-Examining Him. 


Judge Bateman Is on 
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disputed will and asked him if that was 
the paper, to which the witness ‘replie®, 
“Yes.” 

“When I baad ieltten out the will and 
read it to Mr. Collier we went into the 
outer office, our conference being held in 
my private office. White, O'Connor and 
Miller, as I had asked them, were waiting 
in the outer office and when Mr. Collier 
and I came out I sat dowh at my desk, 
pulled out the desk leaf and called up 
these three men. Mr. Collier then signed 
the will in thelr presence and started 
away as if he were going to sit down. I 
calied him back, saying as this was his 
will he must stay and see the witnesses 
sign, which he did. 

“After the will had been signed Mr. Col- 
lier turned it over to me with. the request 
that I keep it in some safe place and 
that if I survived him for me to file it 
for probate in the ordinarv’s office, which 
instructions I have obeved. The will was 
placed at once In my vault f!n the Equl- 
table buillding.”’ 


Mr. Hopkins Asked Questions. 

With this Mr. Westmoreland concluuded 
the direct examination of the witness and 
Mr. Hopkins arose to cross-examine him. 

Mr. Hopkins #gsked why Judge .Bate- 
man had not told the children all about 
the will before it was filed. to which 
the judge replied that he had not done 
so, because Mr. Collier had requested 
him not to—to let no one know the 
contents of the will until it was filed 
in the ordinary’s office, which Judge 
Bateman said he had done. 

“You told the children that George 
Collier was one of the executors and 
that they were to inherit the property. 
Why did you tell them this and no;g 
tell them that Henry Collier and your- 
self were also executors. Didn’t you say 
that George Collier was the only executor, 
and did not you deny that Henry Collier 
Was an executor even when you were 
asked the direct question?’ 

Judge Bateman said ‘‘No” ‘to 
questions.

Bome One Will Probabiy Be Sent to 
Macon To See if Dying Negro 
Is the Same One Who As- 
saulted Lady Near 
Helena.

Constitution Rureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga.. August 7.—(Special.j—That 
unknown negro whose neck and throat 
show marks of violence and whose dis- 
cOvery nea. the city Imits Thursday 
night was related exclusively in The 
Constitution this morning, has been re- 
moved to the city hospital, where both 
Surgeons and officers are keeping vigil 
over him. The negro’s condition is ex- 
tremely critical and the chances of his 
recovery are exceedingly few, says Dr. 
Elder, the chief surgeon. 

Since being conveyed to the hospital 
the negro has done very little talking, 
what talking he has done being inco- 
herent and disconnected. It is safe to 
say that he is not able to talk and that 
he is not keeping his peace because he 
Is apprehensive. Spinal meningttis now 
has full sway and the neggo is not at 
all rational. His wounds were given a 
more thorough and careful examination 
this morning, and that examination sus- 
tains the theory of mob violence within 
the past few @ays. [In addition to the 
black mark encircling his neck and the 
abrasion of the skin on his throat, there 
are other evidences of.the hard tfeat- 
ment to which the negro was subjected. 
On his forehead there is a tum» A;alf 
the size of an eg, indicating plainly that 
a severe blow had been landed at that 
point. On his head are scalp wounds, 
while upon his body there are abundant 
evidences of a severe flogging or hard 
beating to which he had been siupjected. 
The negro’s neck is in a terrible condi- 
tion. The rope evidently tore the skin 
and fiesh, making ugly sores which have 
shown an advanced Stage of putrification, 
and from which a horrible stench ema- 
nated before the doctors had dressed 
the wounds. The hospital surgeOns can 
see no chance for the recovery.of the 
negro frm meningitis. Should pe sur- 
vive that disease the surgeons worl have 
a problem in dealing with the festered 
sores around the negro’s neck. 

So far the dying prisoner has not given 
his*name. All attempts to draw him 
into conversation have failed, since the 
doctor suggested to him that he was the 
negro wanted at Helena. 

The matter was laid before Chief Mur- 
phy this morning and communication 
with Helena was quickly opened. In his 
letter to the officials at Helena Chief 
Murphy gave an accurate description of 
his ward and asked for particulars of 
the chase which was started at that point 
Immediately after the assnuit had been 
made upon the ladies. The chief asked 
that some one come from Helena ‘who 
Might be able to identify the nggro.

\Terrible Accident at a Saw- 


mill at Cutting Yes- 
terday. 


Waycruss,; Ga., August 7.—(Special.)—A 
terrible explosion, in which one man was 
killed and seven seriously wounded, oc- 
curred this morning at Cutting, a small 
saw mill town on the Atlantic Coast Line 
railroad. The pop walve on one of the 
two large boilers of the Minnesota Lum- 
ber Company’simill became stuck and the 
boiler exploded with terrific force, com- 
pletely wrecking the mill and blowing thie 
other boiler 30 feet from its bed. 

The force of the explosion may be 
judged, in some measure, by the fact that 
a feed house 75° feet long and standing 
300 feet from the boiler room was thrown 
over and-its contents scattered for sev- 
eral hundred feet around, The mill, 
which is a large one with a capacity of 
3,000 feet per day, employs about fifty 
men and it was only due to the early 
hour of the accident that the death list is 
not greater, as in a half hour the build- 
ing would have been’ crowded with em- 
ployees.

Yesterday as Marshal Henderson opent- 
ed the door of the jail to carry in some 
negro prisoners he saw Clanton hanging 
from the blanket attached to the uae 
of his cell, apparently dead. Drs. Par- 
ker and Kendrick were called and Clan- 
ton soon came to his senses. It is now 
thought he was only feigning uncon- 
eciousness, and that the whole thing was 
a trick either to excite sympathy Or to 
escape during the confusion he thought 
would follow the discovery of his sup- 


posed body.

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FREE OF BILLS 
S SENATE DESK 


Remarkable Condition Results 
in Adjournment Until Monday. 


Convict Bill Was Reported Upon 
Yesterday, and Was Made Spe- 
cial Order for Monday—Sen- 
ate Had Busy Session 
on Yesterday. 


The senate adjourned yesterday until 
Monday at 10 o'clock, having compieted 
the consideration of all business on the 
gecretary’s desk, and after having fixed 
the convict bill as the special order for 
Monday morning’s session. 

In @nnouncing the adjournment of the 
senate until Monday President Howell 
paid: 

“This is ag unprecedented record in 
the history of the Geofgila senate. Never 
within my knowledge, and perhaps not at 
any time within the past thirty years, 
has the senate adjourned over from Fri- 
day to Monday within the last week of 
the session. And yet we are enabled to 
do so today by virtue of the fact that 
the secretary’s desk is absolutely clear. 
Every bill of the senate which has been 
reported has been acted upon, and every 
house bill which has been reported has 
been advanced as far as can be at this 
time under the constitutional rules of leg- 
tslation. There has not deen a Saturday 
during this entire session that the senate 
has not been fully up with {ts work. I 
congratulate each member of this body 
upon the steady application Which has 
enabled the senate to make this gratify- 
ing record. It is a tribute to the earnest- 
ness of the body at which every member 
Maturally has a right to feel proud, and 
in appreciation of which I, as your pre- 


siding officer, am naturally profoundly 
grateful, for without the mutual cooper- 
ation which has enabled us to advance 
the senate’s business to its present posi- 
tion we would at this time have found 
our calendar congested with accumulated 
bills rather than in the present clear con- 
dition.” 

On leaving the chair the president was 
enthusiastically applauded by the senate. 
Convict Bill for Monday. 

The house substitute for the convict 
bill has been made the special order for 
Monday morning. The senate committee 
on pénitentiary has reported the house 
penitentiary bill with certain very mate- 
rial amendments and in this shape the 
convict matter will go up before the sen- 
ate on next Monday. The effects of the 
amendments adopted by the committee is 
to strike out the provision that counties 
using convicts on the road should pay 
$120 a year each for them. The Dill, as 
it will be considered before the senate, 
allows the counties that desire to work 
the convicts, sent up for five years Or 
less, to work them on the roads, each 
county getting its prorata share accord- 
ing to population. If a county does not 
work its share of the convicts on the 
road it is to receive its proportionate 
share of the fund raised by the lease of 
those convicts not worked on the road. 
It is to be left to the grand jury of the 
county to decide whether the sum thus 
received shall be used for the building of 
roads by free labor or showd go to the 
school fund. The committee report is 

practically unanimous. 

The bill in its present ‘hape conforms 
closely to that particular provision of 
the Candier-Holder-Shackleford substi- 
tute. “

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: Clesing Up the Convict Case. 


The senate penitentiary committee 
has unanimously reported back the 
house substitute convict bill which 
we discussed yesterday, retaining 
the short-term limit of convicts 
available to the counties at five 
years, but unanimously amending 
to the effect that the counties 
may use the convicts without 
rental upon releasing. their pro 
rata shares of-the lease moneys from 
other convicts, This protects ‘tl 
smaller counties and will yield them 
more money for their common school 
fund than they now receive. 

The bill now appears in a shape 
that is much more satisfactory. 

As we have heretofore said, it fur- 
nishes the long desired opportunity to 
test county convict employment ou 
public works as a substitute for the 
present general leasing of the felony 
convicts. It is a long step toward 
finding a way to abandon the latter 
system, that no one supports for other 
reasons than necessary expediency. 

if, by the terms of this plan, the 
counties, or any number of them, do 
work the short term felony @onvicts 
successfully the practice will grow and 
soon result in relieving the state of 
all business connection, save uniform 
regulation, with the use of convicts. 
If, on the other hand, the plan should 
fail the older system will still be avail- 
able and the convicts can be remerged 
in the general body until some other 
and better substitute appears. 

The bill.is set for consideration by 
the senate Monday morning as a spe- 
cial order, and it will no doubt be 
passed as amended by that body. 


Crumpacker Bobs Up Again. 

Taking advantage of a lull in the 
race riots and lynchings in his 
own state, Congressman Crumpacker 
crawls out of his cellar and offers a 
few more remarks on his plan for re- 
ducing the representation of the south- 
ern states in congress and furnishing 
more fuel to the fires of passion out 
of which race troubles grow. 

Mr. Crumpacker, it is well to notice, 
is not protesting against the disfran- 
chisement of negroes in the south. He 
is perfectly resigned to their elimina- 
tion by any means that the southern 
states choose to employpand concerns 
himself alone with the penalty. He 
Wants to count out the disfranchised 
negroes, efface them from the basis of 
representation and give to each south- 
ern state only the representation that 
its white voters would be entitled to 
were our negroes all in Africa, or 
heaven, or hades. 

The unique plan he has in mind is 
to base representation on the number 
of votes cast in the preceding election 
for congressmen. That would be a 
peach of a system to Pennsylvania bal- 
lot box stuffers and to count-quick elec- 
tion officers of any state. It would cut 
down more than one-half the repre- 
sentation of Maine, Connecticut and 
Massachusetts, as instances, and 
would not affect Georgia for a minute, 
because we do nut disfranchise any- 
body who does not deliberately dis- 
franchise himself. 

From all which facts it duly appears 
that of all the enemies of the negro’s 
political rights the Hon. Mr, Crum- 
packer, of Indiana, is the worst ever!

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Guard the Public Health. 

The recent revelations of the dirty 
and unwho'esome character of our city 
milk supplies are having a good effect 
in warning and alarming: the people 
to other reforms in the interest of the 
pubic health, 

They mean to nave a clean milk ser- 
vice and they will not be patient in 
waiting for it. Reliable agents to in- 
spect cows, dairies and, products are 
in easy rgach and the question is one 
into which politics and delay should 
not be injected. Ever hour that the 
city lacks the inspector already pro- 
vided for brings fresh dangers to the 
health of infants and adults alike. 

The action of the sanitary inspec- 
tors in arresting men selling bob-veal 
and securing their punishment is in 
every wey commendable. There is no 
meaner meat for human beings than 
bob-veal. The source of it is disgust- 
ing and those who assault the public 
health should have as little mercy as 
they have shown in paiming it off on 
the public. 

Another evil to which the authori- 
ties should give immediate attention 
is the peddlimg of second-hand cloth- 
ing around the front and kitchen doors 
of the residences of the city. Nobody 
knows where such garments come 
from. They may have been the cloth- 
ing of persons afflicted with conta- 
gious or loathsome diseases. No man 
should be allowed to carry them about 
without their having been first thor- 
oughly and officiaily fumigated. Such 
requirements are made in other cities 
and would be helpful in Atlanta. 

These are matters of vital conse- 
quence to our people and should not 
be neglected by our health officers on 
any plea or account.

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An Untenable Suffrage Plan. 

The question of “Suffrage and Rep- 
resentation” is fairly and ably discuss- 
ed by the editor of Gunton’s Magazine 
in the August issue. The editor is a 
republican, but he does not hesitate to 
say that “the fifteenth amendment was 
a mistake” and that the political end 
of the negro problem has finally come 
to this condition, that “it ig no longer 
a question of enforcing negro suffrage, 
but one of adjusting the representation 
in congr@s to the suffrage in the 
States,” and that this must apply to 
all states alike, whether in the north 
or in the south, : 

It is admitted that the only perhaps 
unconstitutional part of southern suf- 
frage laws is “the grandfather clause,” 
and that could be abolished, either by 
the states having it or by the supreme 
court, without endangering the safety 
of those states from negro domination. 
The editor admits that educational or 
property qualifications are clearly 
within the rights of the states and 
these rights are employed in suffrage 
legislation by northern republican 
States as they are by southern demo- 
cratic states in the south. 

Hence, in his argument, he sees no 
necessity for abolishing the fifteenth 
amendment simply to exclude from 
suffrage rights the mnocuous minority 
of those negroes who can.qualify under 
existing laws prescribing qualifications 
for voters that are equal, non-discrim- 
inating and perfectly constitutional. 
Nor can congress override the consti- 
tutional basis of representation by re- 
sorting to the method get. out in the 
fourteenth amendment. That those who 
ratified that amendment did not mean 
to change the basis of representation, 
pro rata to population in the states, ig 
evidenced by the fact that there was 
no thought implied in any of the after- 
war amendments to cut down the equal 
representation of the states in the sen- 
ate, under any circumstances affect- 
ing suffrage, and that representation 
in the house could mot be reduced ex- 
cept as a penalty upon a state for its 
own specific act of disqualifying ne- 
groes by reason of race, color or pre- 
vious condition of servitude. 

Mr. Gunton concludes that the only 
way to get at a righteous settlement 
of the negro suffrage matter is to let 
the states regulate the qualifications 
for suffrage within their consiitutional 
right and to adjust the basis of repre- 
sentation to the total number of intel- 
ligent qualified voters of each state 
who had the right to vote in the last 
preceeding presidential election. The 
trouble in such a plan would be that 
the apportionment of representation 
would have to be made every four 
years and not upon a census. basig; 
but upon state returns of qualified 
voters. The plan is untenable on its 
face, The better thing to do is to 
leave the suffrage question where it ig 
—in the hands of the states. 


Pop-Gun Currency Legislation. 

The demand for something in the 
line of currency legislation by the en- 
suing congress is becoming so strong 
that the republican leaders feel they 
must face the issue and no longer 
dodge it entirely. 

With the fact almost definitely fixed 
that the Fowler house bill and the Ald- 
rich-Hanna senate measure will gore 
each other to death there is arising a 
strong influence in favor of going at 
the currency question with pop-gun 
bills. 
~ The first of these would be a bill to 
allow customs receipts to be deposited 
in national 
proved by the secrefary of the treas- 
ury. That would keep in current 
shape millions that are daily locked up 
and must gothe grand rounds of treas- 
ury routine before they get back into 
the channels of commerce. 

The second is to repeal the law that 
prohibits the retirement of more than 
$3,000,000 per month of nationa] bank 
notes. With that repeal the banks 
would take out more notes as needed 
and retire them when not needed and 
interest rates are lowest. 

Then the asset currency question 
would come in another bill, purely on 
its merits, and congress could pass 
upon it without being hampered by 
other complex questions with which it 
is now entangled. 

On the face of the situation and the 
evident need of the country for a more 
expansive and abundant currency in 
circulation we are inclined to think 
these pop-gun acts would be far better

German Ambassador Visis the 
President at Oyster Gay, 


First Time in History of the United 
States That an Ambassador Has 
Presented Hig Oredentials 
Outside of Wash- 


ington. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., August 7.—Saga- 
more Hill, President Roosevelt's country 
home, was the scene today of an in- 
teresting ceremony. Baron Speck von 
Sternberg, who hag been minister plen- 
ipotentiary of Germany to the United 
States since Ambassador Von Holleben 
returned to Europe, and who, recently, 
on the retirement of Mr. Von Holleben, 
was elevated to the rank of ambassador, 
presented his credentials as ambasaa- 
dor, and was received formally in his 
new diplomatic rank by President Roose- 
velt. 

Ambassador Von Sternberg arrived in 
Oyster Bay at 10:04 o’clock from New 
York. He was received at the station 
by Secretary Barnes, representing Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. Accompanying the am- 
bassador were Acting Secretary of State 
Francis B. Loomis and Colonel Thomas 
W. Symons, superintendent of the public 
buildings and grounds at Washington and 
the military aide of the president. Am- 
bassador Von Sternberg, accompanied by 
Colonel Symons, was driven to the resi- 
dence of J. West Roosevelt, while Sec- 
retary Loomis ang Secretary Barnes pro- 
ceeded directly _to Sagamore Hill. 

At ll o'clock Colonel Symons escorted 
the ambassador, who wag in full court 
dress, to Sagamore Hill. There the for- 
mal presentation occurred in the parlor 
of the Roosevelt home. 

Ambassador Von Sternberg laid before 
President Roosevelt the letter announc- 
ing the recall of Ambassador Von Hol- 
leben and his own credentials as suUc- 
cessor. 

At the conclusion of the ceremony the 
president and Ambassador Von S8Stern- 
berg, as old friends, chatted animatedly. 
The ambassador will be the unofficial 
guest of the president until some time to- 
morrow. . 

It was stated officially today thatthe 
reception by the president of the Germah 
ambassador at Sagamore Hill is ynot to 
be regarded as a precedent, although it 
is the first time in the history: of the 
country that an ambassador has present- 
ed his credentials to the president out- 
side of Washington. Ministers who ar- 
rive in the United States during the vaca- 
tion season will not be presented to. the 
president at his summer home,. unless 
there is some strong and urgent reason 
for it. Baron Von Sternberg was receiv- 
ed because the circumstances connected 
with his coming to the United States 
were exceptional in a sense. Then, to6, 
he is a long time personal friend of the 
president. 


HEFLIN’S REPLY 
-~ 70 THE ORDER 


Says General Gordon Did 
Not Intend To Bar Free 
Speech, 


Anniston, Ala., August 7.—(Special.)— 
As a fitting close to the annual reunion 
of confederate veterans of the counties 
Ba: Calhoun, Etowah, St. Clair and Cle- 

burn, at Bchank @prings, the veterans 
were lined up and passed in file before the 
commander and guests of honor, shak- 
ing their hands in a goodby until next 
year. 

Many notable speeches were hedrd, es- 
pecially were those on Thursday, when 
the orator of the day, Hon. J. Thomas, 
secretary of state, took up the question 


recently discussed at Luverne, some 
weeks ago and which created such a stir, 
in that Judge T. C, Jones of the United 
States court was criticized. 

Mr. Heflin spoke for nearly two hours 
to the audience, which was nigh unto 
2,000 people, most of whom stood while 
he spoke. 

Before speaking of Judge Jones, Mr. 
Heflin referred to the late order of Gen- 
era] John B. Gordon, commander of the 
United Confederate Veterans, in which 
he says that it is not best for the camps 
singly or in reunion to indorse anything 
as a body, and thus before the yote was 
made he spoke on this line and asked 
his hearers to vote as free-born citizens. 

In this connection he said: 

“General Gordon has been misled, either 
by misinformation or by malinformation, 
into the beliéf that I said something in 
my Luverne speech which favored peon- 
age in Alabama. Nothing could be far- 
ther from a correct interpretation of 
what I sald. , 

“IT am persuaded that if he knew all 
the facts he would never have issued 
such an order to the noble patriots com- 
posing the Confederate Veterans. I un- 
derstand the in ibition procleimed by 
him to mean that the veterans’ associa- 
tion should not become partisans in any 
political question and it is Tar from’ my 
intention to disobey this order in any 
sense, I am sure he did not mean to 
issue an order to put a bar on free 
speech and that he did not mean to issue 
an order which would preclude thig or- 
ganization from indorsing the right of 
trial by jury in this liberty-loving south- 
land. Shall I be perthitted in this noble 
presence to defend myself against the 
virulent attacks that have been made 
upon me by Fhe Montgomery Advertiser 
and a few gther papers not in possession 
of the real facts or shall I be compelled 
to remain quiet under the scathing criti- 
cisms and rebukes that have been flung’ 
at me by unserupulons persons actuatéd 
by. a desire to injure me and to promote 
the interests of others ” . 

In alluding to Nis attitude on the charge

Pontiff Expresses Deep Interest 
in America 


Charges High Prelate of Baltimore 
To Carry the Apostolic Benedic- 
tion to All of the Faithful 
in the United 
States. 


Rome, August 7.—Cardinal Gibbons wes 
received by the pope today in private 
audience. €n a lenghty conversation Pive 
X renewed his expressions of interest in 
America, already made manifest by his 
reception Wednesday to the pilgrims from 
the United States. The pope said he 
should like to have had the cardinal re- 
main in Rome for some time, in order 
that he might become thoroughly ac- 
quainted with all questions connected with 
the United States, but his holiness dia 
not insist, being aware, he said, of the 
cardinal’s delicate state of health and his 
suffering from hot weather. 

In closing the audience the pontiff 
charged Cardinal Gibbons to carry the 
apostolic benediction to all the faithful 
of America, 

After his private audience Cardinal 
Gibbong presented to the pope the Rev. 
Dennis R. O'Connell, rector, and Father 
Charlies Grannon, professor of theology 
of the Catholic university at Washington, 
and Father P. C. Gavan, the cardinal’s 
secretary. The pope sp0ke affably to 
each, and said to Rector O'Connell that 
he knew the importance of the Catholic 
university at Washington, and would do 
all possible to further its interests and 
prestige.

But at the suggestion of Rep- 
resentative Slaton, of Fulton, the bill 
was sent back to the house for a second 
reading. 

Hotbed of Politics. 

Councilman Key was the first speaker 
to address the committee, and in the 
course of his remarks he said, among 
Other things: 

“The police board is a hotbed of poll- 
tics. They have built up a regime: with 
two factions continually waging war 
with each other. The board has been @ 
sore on our body politic, and the people 
of Atlanta are not going to stand it” 

Councilman Warren stated that Repre- 
sentative Danief had struck the nail on 
the head when he had asked the previous 
speaker if the present bill was not pre- 
sented for the purpose of legislating out 
of office the present members of the 
police board, By way of preface he stated 
that he meant to show the [Inconsistency 
of the position of Councilman Key.

Qne was put back 
on the force. I do not believe that such 
action is right. 

“One thing. I notice, that when a man 
gets on the police board he stays there 
or wants to stay.

' H® house ~yeaterday afternoon 
- # passed by a vote of 116 to 11 ome of 


* the most jmportant measures of the 
session, providing for the creation of a 


state board of health to consist of seven 
members, to be appointed by the gov- 
ernor, four of whom shall be physicians. 
One member is to be the secretary at a 
salary of $2,000, and his duties are to be 
practically those of a state health officer. 

This is a substitute bill prepared under 
the direction of a committee of Georgia 
physicians and approved by Governor 
Terreli and Attorney General Hart. 

Mr, Slaton, of Fulton, made a brief 


speech in favor of the measure when it 
came up yesterday, calling attention to 
the great need for guch a board, and the 
fact that only three states in. the union, 
Georgia, Idaho and Arizona, are now 
without state boards of health. 

Dr. Hardman, of Jackson, explained 
the features of the bill and showed that 
{t contemplated very little expenditure 
with a great amount of benefit to the 
state. Dr. Whitley, of Douglas, ‘author 
of the original measure proposing a state 
board of health, likewise spoke briefly in 
its favor. Mr. Dunbar, of Richmond, 
and Mr. Hall, of Bibb, both made short 
speechés in behalf of the bill, Mr. Hall 
stating that it was time Georga was 
adoptng some legislation on this line.

Provisions of the Bill. 


The bill as passed by the house is, in 
full, as follows: 

A bill, to be entitled an act to create 
a state board of health in and for the 
state of Georgia; to define its duties, ju- 
risdictions and powers; to provide for 
the appointment of its members, for its 
organization and maintenance, to pro- 
vide for its authority, and other pur- 
poses. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of the state of Georgia, and 
it is hereby enacted by authority of the 
same, That a board, to be known as the 
State board of health, be and fhe same 
Is hereby established and made one of 
the public institutions of the state, Said 
board shal] consist of seven (7) members, 
One of whom, the secretary, shall be a 
member by virtue of his office, and six 
(6) members shall be appointed by the 
Zovernor, not less than feur (4) of whom 
Shall be physicians. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That 
the term of office of the six (6) members 
first appointed shall be so arranged that 
the’ term of one of the members shal! 
expire on the Ist day of Jahuary of each 
year for six years, and subsequent ap- 
pointments shal) be for the full term of 
six years, and any vacancy that may oc- 
cur shall be filled by appointment by the 
governor for the unexpired term. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted that the 
state board of health shall have super- 
vision of al] matters relating to preserva- 
tion of the life and health of the people 
of the state.” The board shall have su- 
preme authority in matters of quarantine, 
and may declare and enforce it when 
deemed necessary. The board shal) make 
and enforce reasonable orders or regula- 
tions for the prevention of the spread of 
contagious or infectious diseases. jt shall 
be the duty of all local boards of health 
and the public and municipal officers of 
this state to enforce such quarantine and 
sanitary rules and regulations as may 
be adopted by the state board of health. 
and upon failure of any such officer to 
obey the quarantige and sanitary rules 
and regulations adopted by the state 
board of health, such persons shal] be 
subject to a fine of not more than $50. 
The state. board of health shall make 
careful inquiry as to the cause of disease. 
and especially when contagious. infec- 
tious, epidemic or endemic, and. take 
prompt action to control] and suppress it. 
It shall be the duty of the board to col- 
lect and preserve records of births and 
deaths and report the same together with 
such other useful information annually 
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to investigate and 
supply, sewerage,

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, that the 
said board shali have authority te make 
such ruleg and regulations as are neces* 
sary to arty into effect the scope and 
purpose of this act; and especially such 
reasonable rules and regulatione for the 
establishment, maintenance and enforce- 
ment of quarantine regulations as the 
board in its discretion may deem necr 
essary, not in conflict with the laws of 
the state. 

Sec, 5. Be it further enacted, That i 
shall be the duty of the local boards o 
health, and of physicians in localities 
where there are no health authorities, 
to seport to the state board of health 
promptly upon the discovery thereof, the 
existence of any of the following diseases, 
to-wit: Asiatic cholera, yellow fever, 
scarlet fever, smallpox, diptheria, typhus 
or typhoid fever, and of such other con- 
tagious or infectious diseases aa the state 
board of health from time to time may 
specify, and when any contagious or in- 
fectious disease shall become or threaten 
to become epidemic in any county, city, 
village or hamlet, and the local authort- 
ties shal} neglect or refuse to enforce suf- 
ficient measures for its prevention, the 
state board of health may appoint a med- 
ica] or ganitary officer, with such assist- 
ance as he may require, and it shall be 
the duty of such officer to enforce the 
orders or regulations of the state board 
of health. 

Sec. 6 Be it further enacted, That it 
shall be the duty of the state board of 
health to make annual reports to the 
governor of the state on or before the 
first day of January of each year, which 
shal] be for the preceding calendar year, 
and such report shall include so much 
of the proceedings of the board, and 
such information concerning vita! statis- 
tics, such knowledge respecting diseages, 
and such Instructions on the subject of 
hygiene as may be thought useful by the 
board for dissemination among the people, 
with suggestions as to legislative action 
as it may deem necessary. 

Sec. 7. Be it furth@ér enacted, That at 
the first meting of thé state board of 
health it shall elect two officerg, a pres- 
ident and a secretary, The president 
shall be elected from the members com- 
posing the board, but no member shall 
be eligible to the office of secretary. The 
members of the board shall receive no 
Salary, but each member shall receive $5 
per day and necessary traveling and hotel 
expenses when On actual duty or attend- 
ing the meetings of the board or pursu- 
ing specia! investigations for the state.

Not a Serious Matter. 

Mr. Stovall, of Chatham, thought the 
two questions brought up should be sep- 
arated. 

“The publication of that editorial,” he 
said, “should not be made the ground 
for the investigation of a reporter on 
anoth@r charge, I have nothing to say 
about the editorial. Nobody who voted 
against the convict substitute believes 
that those who vpted for it were con- 
trolfed by any improper motives, and I 
resem the charge. But the mere fact 
that a reporter in a spirit of levity or 
as a boyish prank pretended to vole on 
some measure should not be made the 
subject of a sérious investigation. It 
was nothing more than a boyish prank 
and did not In any wise deceive the 
clerk. I trust the incident will be passed 
over and that the gentleman from Bibb 
will not insfst on his motion.” 

Speaker Morris explained that on one 
cr two occasions the clerk had noticed 
persons voting who were not members, 
it belng always done in a spirit of leyity. 
No such vote had ever been counted, 
Clerk Bojfeuillet stated, and no result 
had in any way been affected thereby. 

Mr. Deal, of Bulloch, deprecated the 
éffort to bring about an investigation of 
the alleged voting of a member of the 
press. 

“Probably it was on a Saturday,”’ Mr. 
Deal ‘said, “‘“‘when nobody was paying 
any attention, and everybody was in a 
good humor over.the passage of local 
bills. I have noticed others and possibly 
representatives of the press hold up their 
hands, but only in a spirit of fun, and 
I have never attached any importanca 
to it.” 

Mr. Franklin, of Washington, made the 
point of order that Mr. Hall's motion 
calling for the appointment of an inves- 
tigatitig committee should under the rules 
of the house be reduced to writing. 

Speaker Morris sustained the point and 
ruled that there was nothing before the 
house, 

Mr. Hall said he would put it tn writ- 
ing, but the matter was not afterwards 
heard from and the incident was con- 
sidered closed. 


Mr. Knight’s Remarks. 

It was later in the seasion when Mr. 
Knight, of Berrien, arose to a question 
of personal privige, he having been In 
attendance on the lobby investigation 
committee. 

‘Tl want first to make clear a ‘statement 
I made before the investigation commit- 
tee,” Mr. Knight said. ‘In justice to the 
speaker of this house, Mr. Morris, I want 
to say that when I said I had seen whis- 
ky th the speaKer’s roont, I did not mean 
during the present session nor at the 
last session, but in the previous legisla- 
ture. In justice to Mr. Morris, though I 
opposed him, I want to say I have never 
known him to permit whisky to be dis- 
penpsed or drunk im his room or in any 
of the adjoining réoms. It is gratifying 
to me and I know it is so to the house, 
to be able to state this as a fact.” 

Mr. Knight then proceeded to discuss 
the editorial of The Atlanta Journal. 

“I a say,” he stated, “that I was

tates of any daily paper, but I have done 
what my conscience dictates is for the 
best interests of Georgia, and shail con- 
tinue to do in the future as I have done 
in the past.”’ 

Mr. Knight read from the editorial and 
declared: 

“IT am satisfied that every man who 
voted for that substitute voted honestly. 
If there is a particle of manhood in tha 
man who wrote that editorial, he will 
come out and say he has wronged the 
members of this house. If he won't, the 
man who did that is a scoundrel.” 

Mr. Knight spoke of two of the older 
members of the hause highly regar§Jed for 
their probity and honesty. 

“Before I wojild be some devilish, petty, 
infernal, two-pby-four editorial writer and 
say to that old man," he said indicating 
one of them, ‘“"you fave stultified your- 
self,’ I'd crawl into a hole and pull the 
hole in after me."’ ' 

Mr. Knight declared the charge in the 
editorial malicious and unfounded. Hée 
Said he thought the newspaper men on 
the floor of the house had acted fairly 
in reporting the proceedings. So long as 
his people expressed confidence in him, 
he said, he did not propose to be con- 
trolled in his vote by any “two-by-four 
editorial writers.’’

Speaker Morris called the attention of 
the house to these facts yesterday and 
insisted that the members should remain 
in the city, as he would not permit apy 
business 4o be transacted without the 
presence of 4 quorum. 

A resolution was passed by the house 
revoking all leaves of absence except 
those granted for providential cauges, 
which will include a number of visiting 
committees that have asked leave to go 
to certain of the state Institutions.

The house vesterday passed an appro- 
priation of 86.000 for the Winnie Davis 
memorial at the state normal school at 
Athens, passed the state board of health 
bill. passed the adjutant general bill and 
the anti-pistaol bill, and transmitied al]l of 
these measures at once to the senate. 


Winnie Davis Memoria], 


By a vote of 130 to 10 the house’ put 
through the resolution by Mr. Stovall, 
of Chatham, providing for an appropria- 
tion of $6,000 to complete the Winnje Da- 
vis memorial, the new dormitory build- 
ing in connection with the state normal 
school at Athens. It was feared for a 
long time that this resolution would not 
get up because it was gome distance down 
gn the calendar, but by hard work Mr. 
Stovall had it made a special order yes 
terday. The Daughters of the Confeder- 
acy raised $13,500 Which they have already 
spent on this building, and the $000 pro- 
vided for in this resqlution is needed to 
completo it and make it aynilable for 
occupancy. 

Mr, Stovall made a brief speech in favor 
of the measure, and wax ably seconded in 
its behalf by Mr. Hall, of Bibb. Mr. 
Rankin, of Gordon, made the anly speech 
in opposition to the bill, opposing it on 
constitutional grounds. The house took 
a favorable view of the measure and put 


it through by the big majority stated. 
Hard Fight on Local Bill. 


Messrs. Danijel and Bell, of Emanuel. 
consumed about an hour and a half of 


the morning session of the house in de- 
bating a local bill on which they stood 
at d3sggers’ points. For a time there were 
indications of furfiying possf{bilities. 

The bill in question provided that the 
county commissioners of Emanue! coun- 
ty shall hereafter be elected by the peo- 


ple instead of the grand juty. Mr. Bell | 
said he made his race for the house on | 
this issue and won by a majority of | 
more than 700 votes. He told of the in- 
ternal troubles in EBmanuel county poli- 
tics and said one of the objects of this 
bih wag to get rid of the “ring.” 

Mr. Daniel opposed the bill principally 
on the ground that it required the publi- 
cation of legal advertisements, and he 
wanted to save the expense to the coun- 
ty. He intimated Mr. Bell was interest- 
ed largely because his uncle owned the 
local paper in which such advertisements 
would have to be published. 

These and many other statements were 
made on both sides, and finally Mr. Dap- 
lel made the point that there were no 
local proofs. It seems the published no- 
tice had gone over to the senate with 
another bil. Mr. Bell kept up his argu- 
ment until the required paper was se- 
cured, and then the houge passed hig bill 
by a vote of % to 2. It wag immediate- 
ly tnansmitted to the senate. 

Adjutant General Bill Passed. 


Another measure for which there seem- 
ed to be small chance and which was 
finally fixed as @ special order and put 
through, is what is known ag the “adju- 
tant general bill.” 

This measure is of special interest to 
the military men of the state, as it places 
certain restrictions around the appoint- 
ment of the adjutant general by the gov- 
ernor. 

This bill was introduced by Mr. Adams, 
of Putnam, and seeks to amend the mili- 
tary law passed at the last session, That 
law required that no person should be 
appointed to the office of adjutant gen- 
eral unlegj@e he had served actively in the 
militia of the state for a period of five 
years just preceding such appointment. 

Mr. Adams’ bill, as amended by the 
military commitee, provided that the 
foregoing restriction should be removed 
with the object in view of making con- 
federate veterans eligible for appoint- 
ment as adjutant general. In fact, the 
bill was introduced with the avowed pur- 
pose of making confederate veterans eli- 
gible to this appointment. This unrestrict- 
ed provision was opposed by the military 
officers of the state, and they affeared 
before the military cgmmittee and fought 
An agreemefit was réached, however, 
and the bill was amended so ag to pro- 
vide that any person of military training 
may be appointtd adjutant general, pro- 
vided he successfully pass such examina- 
tion as may be prepared and presented 
to him by the field officers’ board, 

Notwithstanding this agreement reached 
in the cemmititee room, the military of- 
ficers of the state would like to have 
seen the law remain as it is, as was 


i evidenced by the opposition yesterday to 


fhe passage of this measure by Captain 
Warren Grice, of Pulaski, The house 
passed the bill, however, by a vote of 
95 to 2, and it was ordered immediately 
transmitted to the senate.

RAILROAD RETURN SETTLED. 


Tax Return of Tifton, Thomasville 
and Gulf Road Is Finally 
Determined. 

The arbitrators of the tax returns of 
the Tifton. Thomaaville and Gulf railroad 
concluded their work yesterday anc made 
their report to Comptroller General W. 

A. Wright. 

The result of the arbitration is a net 
increase in the returns of this property 
for taxation of more than $120,090, 

The company’s physical property was 
returned at $207.000 and its franchise at 


$150. Comptroller General Wright as- 
sessed the physical property at $261,126 
and the franchise at something more 


than $200,000. After the facts had been 
gone over, however, the comptroller gen- 
eral admitted that he had perhaps put 
too high a figure on the company’s fran- 
chise. 

The arbitrators confirmed the comp- 
troller general’s figures as to the physical 
property and assessed the franchise at 
$1,200 a mile, or & total of $66,600, making 
the total aggregate return or assessment 
of the property $327,726. 

Hon. G. Gunby Jordan was the arbi- 
trator representing the state, while An- 
thony Murphy represented the _ road. 
Former Governor W. J. Northen was the 
umpire.

Boston, August 7.—The British pair, R. 
F. and H. L. Doherty, scored another 
point for the international lawn tennis 
trophy today by defeating R. D. and G. 
L. Wrenn, the American pair, three sets 
to one before 4,000 persons at the Long- 
wood Cricket Club, the scores being 7-5; 
9-7; 2-6; 6-3. 

The record now stands two to one in 
favor of the challengers and tomorrow 
two more matches in singles will be play- 
ed so that Americans must win both to re- 
tain the cup. 

In points today the British team had 
the advantage, 140 to.131, but the Scores 
and points fail to show the all round su- 
perlority of the visitors. They excelled 
the American pair in nearly every de- 
partment of the game, handling the high 
lobs which their opponents relied upon 
almost entirely to win points, with an 
ease and skill that was surprising. On 
the other hand, the team work of the 
American pair and their general play was 
much better than was anticipated before 
the game and their fine play in the first 
two sets, which was the feature of the 
match, brought forth almost contingous 
applause. In the third’ set the visitors 
let up on their game and allowed the 
Americans the set in order to take ad- 
vantage of the ten minutes’ rest. To the 
uninitiated it seemed as though ths 
Americans might tie the match in the 
next set, but George L. Wrenn began 
to weaken after the first two games, 580 
that the visitors had no difficulty in tak- 
ing the set and match.

ment pervaded the grain and provision 
pits today and September wheat closed

Wheat had a sharp setback from the 
advayce it made yesterday and the m@r- 
ket ruled weak the greater part of the 
session.

TOWNS DEATH 


Thomas Patiilo Touched Live 
Wire on Pole, 


Fall Broke His Back and He Was 


‘Instantly Killed—There Were 
Two Burns on Right Leg. 
Coroner Will Hold 
Inquest. 


While trying to repair an electric light 
wire on the top of a pole at the corner 
of Peachtree and Baker streets yester- 
day afternoon. about 5:30 o'clock, Thomas 


| Patillo, a lineman for the Georgia Rail- 


way and Electric Company, fell and was 
inatantly killed. 

It is believed he accidentally touched 
a live wire, as there were two burned 
places on his right leg. 

No one saw him when he fell. A citt- 
zen who was passing the corner of Peach- 
tree and Baker streets noticed Pattillo 
at work on the pole. After he had passed 
he looked back and saw the lineman ly- 
ing on -the pavement. He returned to 
the prostrate man and discovered he was 
dead. 

Bicycle Officer Will Jones reached the 
scene shortly after the accident and he 
had the coroner notified. 

The body was taken to the undertak- 
ers, where an inquest will be held this 
morning. 

The distance from the top of the pole 
to the ground was about 35 feet. 

When the body was examined it was 
ascertained that Pattillo’s back had been 
broken and the injury caused his death. 

The young man was about 18 or 19 
years of age and had not been at work 
for the company more than a year. His 
father, Samuel Pattillo, who is a watch- 
man, resides at No. 226 Morrison ave- 
nue. 

When the coroner was notified of the 
fatal accident he went to the place where 
it occurred and found that the body had 
been removed. He says the law is*that 


no body under such circumstances can 
be moved without his orders. He states 
that he wiil Investigate this morning 
why Pattillo’s body was moved without 
his knowing anything about it. 

It is understood that Officer Jones made 
a full investigation of the affair and as 
the body was lying in the street and a 
large crowd was collecting, he secu 
all the evidence that the coroner woud 
want. 

Barclay & Brandon state that they 
moved the body under orders from the 


Georgia Railway and Electric. Company 
and did not think under the circum- 
stances that the coroner would object. 

The arrangements for Pattillo’s funeral 
will be made this morning after the in- 
quest.

The buy- 
ing movement also seemed to have spent 
ts force, and there was no disposition 
to follow the advance in prices. On the 
Other hand, it was apparent that sup- 
port was forthcoming for the market on 
dectines, and there was no renewal of 
the tone of demoralization such as char- 
aeterized the market yesterday morn- 
ing before the rally set in. Even the 
resumption of liquidation in spots, which 
was easily perceptible, was taken calmly 
by the market, which developed no ap- 
pearance of disorder at any time. There 
was free selling of some of the western 
grain carriers, New York Central and the 
specialties, Pressure was renewed upon 
Virginia-Carolina Chemical, and it was 
believed that collateral for loans was. be- 
ing thrown upon the market again. Later 
in the day raiding tactics by the bears 
showed themselves distinctly, especially 
Mf Canadian Pacific, which was forced 
down 4 points on the circulation of base- 
“ess rumors alleging the closing of the 
Montreal stock exchange and renewed 
financial difficulties. there. Even this did 
not disturb the apparent equanimity 0: 
the market. The tone was heavy and 
sluggish all day, but the character of 
| the market was very different from the 
acute weakness shown in the later stages 
of the recent decline. What the cause 
of the improvement was did not become 
known, although rumors to account for 
the change were abundant. It was De- 
lieved that some large settlements had 
been effe@ted by the taking over of im- 
portant holdings of various stocks by 
private agreement, thus relieving some 
weak points in the situation. Yesterday's 
demonstration of buying power was ac- 
cepted as evidence that important finan- 
cial interests were prepared to afford 
support to the market if necessary to 
prevent its running into demoralization. 
Yesterday's supposition that a vigorous 
upward movement of prices had been 
determined upon by the financial powers 
was seen to be without foundation, but 
this did not prevent a feeling of com- 
fort to check the downward course of 
prices, and the consequent contraction 
of credits which was threatening disas- 
ter. One of the developments of the day 
was a steadier tone in the foreign ex- 
change market, whick seemed rapidly 
approaching the gold import point in 
“the last two days. It is an anomaly of 
the situation that the firmer tone of ex- 
change afforded some relief to senti- 
ment. The heavy offerings of the few 
days have not been against commercial 
exports, but have been of bankers’ loan 
bills, which, it was feared, represented 
an urgent pressure for credits that could 
not be satisfied at home. The lighter 
offerings of this class of bills today was 
viewed. with satisfaction. Tomorrow's 
bank statement promises to show a small 
loss in cash, the receipts on balance 
from the interior being so much smaller 
than last week as not to wipe out the 
loss by the banks to the subtreasury 
of $3.509.000. It will be remembered that 
the banks gained upward of $7,000,000 last 
week. The market seemed to be undis- 
turbed by this contrast. The outlook @#r 
the loan item is obscure, and there is 
nothing to indicate that the week's 
liquidation in stocks: will be any more 
reflected in the loan item than was the 
disappointing case last week.
